SEPTEMBER  MILK  PRICES  HIGHER   IN  SEVERAL  MARKETS 


Price  advances  in  scattered 
markets  are  again  reported  this  month 
(September)  to  the  U.S.   Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.     Most  of  the 
changes  are  in  smaller  markets,  although 
an  increase  has  occurred  at  philadelphia 
which  is  one  of  the  four  areas  now 
operating  under  a  marketing  agreement 
presented  to  the  agricultural  adjustment 
Administration  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.     In  the  other 
three  areas  where  marketing  agreements 
are  effective,  namely,  chicago,  detrc i t , 
and  Stj-Paul-Mi  nneapoli  s  ,  September  price 
schedules  are  the  same  as  last  month. 
The  new  Philadelphia  Class  I   price  of 
$2.55  per  cwt.   for  3.5  per  cent  milk, 
f.0.8.   city,  represents  an  increase  of 
33  cents,  and  along  with  this  change  in 
producer  prices,  an  increase  of  1  cent 
per  quart  is  effective  on  consumer 
prices.     During  the  past  month,  marketing 
agreements  have  been  submitted  for  a 
number  of  additional  cities,  but  to  date 
only  the  above  mentioned  have  been 
officially  approved.     pending  final 
settlement  of  these  other  cases,  local 
prices  in  some  instances  are  more  or  less 
unsettled.
